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General 


Plans nave been completed for the construction of a 22-bed 
general hospital at 225 West Sierra Madre Blvd. in Sierra Madre, 
according to Larry C. Lomax, Business Administrator of the Medi¬ 
cal Center here and the existing 9-bed hospital now on North 
Baldwin Avenue. 

_ This fully approved hospital 

will be available for use of 
patients by all doctors who are 
members of the Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Financing and construction 
bid arrangements now are be¬ 
ing made. 

The facilities will provide for 
maternity as well as medical 
and surgical patient care. In¬ 
cluded in the structure are two 
fully equipped major surgery 
rooms; a delivery room; a la¬ 
bor room; nursery with view 
window from main reception 
room; kitchen and dining 
room; doctors’ and nurses’ 
lounges; and other features of 
modern hospital design. 

"Additional beds will prob¬ 
ably be needed in the not too 
distant future,” said Lomax, 
“and this initial design can 
easily accommodate an added 
25- to 30-bed wing when that 
time comes.”

A $1,889,156 contract for con¬ 
struction of the Michillinda 
storm drain in the Arcadia- 
,Sierra Madre - Pasadena area 
was awarded by the County 
Board of Supervisors Tuesday 
to E. A. Irish, 2944 Gleneden, 
Los Angeles. 

The contractor was low bid¬ 
der among six construction 
firms bidding for the huge 
storm drain construction job, 
and the bids ranged to a high 
of $2,172,506, according to Su¬ 
pervisor Herbert C. Legg. The 
Michillinda drain is one of 140 
storm drain projects being con¬ 
structed in Los Angeles County 
on a five-year program under 
the 1952 storm drain bond issue 
of $179,000,000 proposed by Mr. 
Legg. 

Plans for the Michillinda 
storm drain were approved by 
the supervisors February 28. 
They call for construction of 
reinforced concrete box and 
pipe conduits and auxiliary fix¬ 
tures to make up a storm drain 
system extending from Encin- 
ita Ave. 250 north of Eaton 
Wash, north in Encinita, east 
in Lemon Ave., north in Oak 
Ave., east in Duarte Road, 
north in Sunset Blvd. and fi¬ 
nally north in Michillinda Ave. 
to a point approximately 200 
feet nortli of Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The county will allow the 
contractor 510 days to complete 
the project under terms of the 
contract, Mr. Legg said.

She was the daughter of the 
late Dr. Earl Cranston, Metho¬ 
dist bishop of Portland, Ore., 
and Washington, DC., and a 
half-aunt of Prof. Earl Cranston 
of Pasadena, dean of the School 
of Religion at USC. 

Mrs. Cranston’s latest book, 
“The Miracle of Lourdes,” re¬ 
ceived an award from the 
Christophers, an organization 
sponsored by the Catholic 
Church. 

When she was 19, she al¬ 
ready had sold articles to the 
old ’“Harper’s Magazine” and 
the old "Delineator” and "Cen¬ 
tury.” 

She was active in the Red 
Cross programs in overseas 
hospitals during World War I 
and later spent two years in 
India. 

In 1928 she was one of the 
organizers of the World Foun¬ 
dation and also was active in 
the World Conference of Reli¬ 
gions, both of which had head¬ 
quarters at Geneva, Switzer¬ 
land. Mrs. Cranston also served 
as secretary to the General 
Committee of the I-eague of 
Nations for 10 years. 

In 1939 she took part in the 
World Faith Round Table se¬ 
ries.

TEM November 1953. Would 
the carrying capacity of the 
recommended transmission 
mains be adequate if there 
were watershed fire and north 
wind? Or any conflagration? 

“You quote the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters’ re¬ 
quirement of 3450 gallons per 
minute for over 12,000 popula¬ 
tion (future). This is less than 
the capacity of three fire 
pumpers. 

“The unpreccndented heat 
last September brought our 
daily consumption appreciably 
above the 550 gallons per day 
per capita which you estimat¬ 
ed. We understand that one of 
your engineers stated that a 
community’s peak hourly use 
could reach five times the av¬ 
erage hourly use of the same

“No greater volume of wa¬ 
ter can be delivered than the 
carrying capacity of the mains. 
In case of jeopardy, with all 
alternate and standby boosters 
in peak condition to run si¬ 
multaneously, with full reser¬ 
voirs, with large volume of wa¬ 
ter available from Pasadena, 
no more water could reach the

Be solemn as 
an ass. All the great monu¬ 
ments are erected to solemn 
asses.” 

I think Adlai Stevenson is 
intellectually the most brilliant 
figure in the American scene. 
1 think he has the vision, gift 
of expression and diplomacy 
which might influence the 
whole world to better under¬ 
standing. But I doubt that he 
can ever be elected president 
because he can’t help saying 
clever things. 

President Eisenhower can ut¬ 
ter a well-worn platitude or 
ancient how-truism, and the 
public accepts it as the bright 
new golden coinage of his soul. 

The public loves him for ex¬ 
pressing himself in just about 
the way the average man 
would express the same 
thoughts. Therefore the public 
feels a kinship with him it can¬ 
not feel for anyone who cannot 
repress his sense of humor. It 
loves humor from cartoonists 
and other speakers, but wants 
its candidates to be deadly 
serious.

'THE BODY SNATCHERS' 


LOTS OF PEOPLE go to Ti¬ 
juana in order to learn some¬ 
thing of Mexico. The fact is 
that every border town is a 
slander on Mexico, being stage- 
dressed for American tourists. 

Other night I went to Padua 
Hills, near Claremont, and saw 
a play put on, in English, by 
Mexican actors. It was not only 
completely charming but more 
revealing of the simplicity and 
natural gaiety and traditional 
dances of Mexicans in seques¬ 
tered villages than would be a 
motor trip from Coast to Coast 
in Mexico, unless one could 
spend months in one small lo¬ 
cality and learn things no cas¬ 
ual tourist can learn. 

I lived in Mexico for more 
than two years, but I have 
seen more things truly typical 
of that country’s past and pres¬ 
ent at Padua Hills in the last 
dozen years than I ever found 
in any one place down there.

Dr. W. N. Wilson, our prin¬ 
cipal at Marshall, has given 
me a lot of valuable informa¬ 
tion on the history of our 
school. Did you know that Mar¬ 
shall, located at 990 N. Allen 
Ave., was named after one of 
our country’s greatest chief 
justices, John Marshall? 

The school was built on land 
that was part of the San Pas- 
qual ranch, which means Easter 
Day Ranch. It was given to 
an early settler, Dona Eulalia 
Pevez de Guillen, on Easter 
Day as a reward for her work 
among the early settlers. When 
she died, they say she was 143 
years old. 

Our school was opened in 
1923 with 367 students, 7th and 
8th grade only. Our Parent- 
Teacher Association was organ¬ 
ized then. The dedication was 
held Sept. 24, 1925, and they 
made a motto for our new 
school, “Success comes to those 
who labor.” 

Marshall has had only two 
principals, George Hertzel from 
1923 to 1943 and Dr. W. N. 
Wilson since 1943. One of our 
teachers, Mr. Brewer, was here 
when the school first opened. 
Mr. Lane joined the faculty 
one year later, and they are 
both still teaching at Marshall. 
More about our school later.

Built by Luer Packing Co. 
to entertain their young 
friends, the space ship is an 
authentic 60-foot replica of 
the giant interplanetary space 
ship of the future. 

Inside its metal hull is a 
comfortable 34-seat auditori¬ 
um where children are seated 
for their 7-minute trip to the 
moon. The young space trav¬ 
elers experience all the thrills 
of supersonic flight, from the 
first surge of power as the 
ship "blasts off" to the final 
bump as it "lands" again. 

Technically, the Luer Space 
Ship is a mechanical and 
electronic wonder. The full 
color animated film of the 
trip is projected onto the front 
"view plate" by means of a 
lens device that resembles a 
periscope. This allows a pro¬ 
jection space of a few feet to 
accomplish the same thing as 
a huge auditorium projection 
room, and adds realism to the 
film. 

Vibrators mounted in the 
tail of the ship give the illu¬ 
sion of flight with both sound 
and vibration. Other unique 
devices on the Luer Space 
Ship record the altitude and 
flight time in a series of 
lights that can be seen by the 
passengers.
